Mr. Morony is known by most all 
of the deaf living here. No one 
<loubt« that has been in want for a 

long time several years. All 

Souls' Church has often assisted 
him, and his friends among the con- 
giegation have several times given 
him a sum of money, but the relief 
in every instance has been only 
temporary. The church has no 
standing fund to relieve such cases 
of distress. When some charitably 
disposed person donates the church 
money for charilat)le purposes, it is 
usually distributed within a short 
time, ,so that times arise when the 
church must wait for funds to carry 
on its work of charity. During the 
summer season the church can not 
even make enough to pay its own ex- 
penses. 

Mr. Morony was in the employ 
of the Pennsylvania Rail Road 
Company, as a painter, for irp- 
wards of tweirty years. Since the 
accident stated in the appeal, he 
has found it extremely difficult to 
obtain employment, for, besides 
being lame, his age is against him.

Aliiut every liody preHoiit wan anxioiia to 
try it, for it was a Ki'eat event to uuiiiy, 
wlio had never before, since they were borii, 
been able to hear the sliKhtest sound. 

Many HiK^i were not only able to pbilnly 
hear words that fell upiBi their ears for the 
first time, but which had no ineaninK to 
tliein, since they were familiar (mly as 
writti'ii on jiaper or siielleil with the IImui'ik, 
but they llHteiied with inexpressible delinht 
to the music of a brass band conveyed to 
their ears by means of the phonograjih and 
the henriim apparatus touelher. The 
principle sei'ms to be a union of the tele- 
phone and phonograph. 

It was pathetic to hear >{rown-up men 
and women repeating with deliKht, " Papa," 
" Mama," and " Hello," the meanliiK to 
wliii^h was explained to them by move- 
iiicnts of the lips, which all seem to under- 

HlMlld. 

The music of the band went to the depths 
of all their In^arts, and seemed to inspire 
every nerve in tlieir liodi(^H to keep lime 
to it. 

One pretty and stylish younn woman who 
had ni'itlier lu^ard nor spoken a sound since 
slic^ was three years old, liavinK b<'on adllct- 
cmI by iliplitlu'i'la, was very (inxious to irv

Told Friends Her Happiness. 

She asked what sort of a music it was, 
and was still more enraptured when told it 
was a brass band. 

After It was all over, she circulated al>out 
ainoiiK th(< others Jiresent, untlrlliK in her 
efforts to explain, in her mute laiiKiiaKc, 
the hai>piiiess of hearlnn a lirass band for 
the first time. 

ThroiiKh an Interpreter she afterward ex- 
plained to a OInhr reporter that the ex- 
<|ulsite Rounds had aroused in lier memory 
vaKiic, visioii.irv rccolIe<rtlons— lonn forKot- 
ten— of havliiK hoard somethiiiK like it In 
her babyhood. 

The coin|)arativa facility with which 
everyone of the deaf-mutes, who were ex- 
perimented upon was able to repeat words 
spoken to them throutth the transmitter, 
seemed to indiciiti- that the power of 
speech is dependent only upon the power to 
dIstiiiKulsh the sound of words, and that if 
tliey can (mly learn these Hounds by belnn 
enables to hear them, they should then be 
able III (piickly learn to talk, at least to 
some exfeiit. Kor Mich words as were 
ilirerte<l at tliem they repeated witli very 
little trouble, thoiiKh, as before said, 
without any comprehension of their mean- 
liiK- 

The most remarkable thliiK of all was 
that many, who never before heard a sound 
were able to hear perfi-ctly, even worils that 
wore whispered to thotn.
